Infor- 
mation baa just been received by mem- 
ber! of the Cuban club In Chicago re- 
garding the departure of a ahlp fi 
port near Key West, July 2a It.s drst 
nation was "The Queen of the Ai 
tiiles," arnl it was loaded down wit 
well-drilled and fully e.niipped nwr 
who are prepared to die for Cuban lil 
•rty. Abundant supplies, arms an 
munitions were on board. 

The most careful precautions, wer 
'nken to prevent the expedition Iror 
exciting tl\e attention of tin- author 
tie* of Key West, in order that none 
tlee should be given to the Spanis 
rulers of the i.sland. Tlie afternoon o 
' July*4. and the niocning of July W, a 
number of smnll parties left Tampa 
and Key West in small bouts for fish- 

' At the time no one noticed that the 
parties were made up of Cubans and 
Cuban sympathizers. Tha fact th 

| there are so many Cubans iu Tampa 
and Key West caused no suspicion ol 
the real object of the ushinsrexcursious. 
The little band had orders to meet at a 
point twelve miles from Key West, ac- 
cording to the letter received here. At 
this place there was to be a vessel iu 
waiting for them with ample supplh 
and arms. The vessel "was on time an 
all were safely pot aboard. 

The leader of the expedition is un- 
doubtedly Gen. Chas. Roloff, who bos 
been in Florida more than two months. 
Gen. Belofll is a native of Poland, but 
emigrated when young to Cuba. With 
the love of liberty born in evcri 
Poland, he espoused the cause of Cuban 
liberty when the revolutior. 
broke out Long before the ton years' 
struggle was over he had risen to be 
general, and he is given tlie credit of 
having conducted the most aaccessful 
campaign, from the Insurgents' stand- 
point, in the whole struggle. After the 
rebellion was suppressed ile-n Roloff 
visited several of the South American 
republics, and wn.s everywhere re- 
ceived with open arms He has bx'ld 
eeverul positions of distinction in these 
conn tries. 

Gen. lloloff was in the I'nited States 
of Columbia when he received the first 
Intimation of a 'movement among the 
Cubans, of this country to aid tlie patri- 
ots of the island to throw off the Span- 
ish yoke. Ue immediately made his 
way to Tampa and Key Wast, and threw 
all bis energies into the movement His 
presence inspired the clubs with new 
life, and in a short time there was 
hardly a Cuban in Key West or Tampa 
that was not enrolled in a patriotic or 
revolutionary club. For these reasons 
It is n(St hard to suppose that lien. Roloff 
is the leader of the expedition.

In the long course of 
observations he made previous to issu- 
ing bis famous map of Mars thirteen 
years ago. Prof. Schiaparelli used an 
eight inch glass. Astronomers subse- 
quently in various parts of the earth 
failed to verify his linos, even with j " 
glasses as large as twenty-six inches, j ! 
but now it seems from the reports re- | 
cejved here about the work of the Lick " 
telescope that his keen gruy eyes moi' 
have marvelous penetration and reach 
ing power.
